place a candle on a table ami light it. 
Place a lamp chiyiney over It, and aft­ 
er a few minutes you will see the can­ 
dle flame go out. 
'i*hls peculiar result 
Is due to tlie rapid accumulation of the 
products of combustion In the lower 
part of the clilraney. 
The vitiated air 
soon pjstlngulshes the Uame. 


How can wo still retain the protec­ 
tion of the clilniney and avoid putting 
out the tin me? 


Of course we might place llie clilm- 
no.v on three or four supports and thus, 
admitting plenty of fresh air at the 
lower end, Insure perfect combustion 
by tho circulation of the heated air. 
Such is the method we use in all our 
ordinary lanip.s. 


.'But there is a more original solution 
of the diftlculty. 
Place a bit of Iron 
wire horizontally on the chimnej" top. 
A halr])in will answer. 
Then bend a 
visiting card, exactly the width of the 
chlmnej', in sucii a way that the hook­ 
ed part will hang over the wire and the 
longer end liang «lown the chlnmey. 
You will thus have divided the chim­ 
ney Into two equal portions at tho top 
by the aid of your little two Inch dia­ 
phragm. 
From this iiistant you will 
observe that the candle burns with re­ 
newed vitality. 
The reason of this Is 
that fresh air descends upon the flame 
on one side of the cardboard, whll? on 
the other rise th^e products of com­ 
bustion. 


This double circulation you 
may 
prove by holding a lighted match to 
the chimney top. 
On one side of the 
card its tlaine Is sucked In, on the oth­ 
er side obstinately rejected. 


In order to make sure that no air 
enters at the base of tho chimney you 
can place it in a soup plate full of wa­ 
ter.

A Jewsharp Is placed at the moutb 
and apparently playe<l for awhile by 
tho finger in the ordinary way. 
Grad­ 
ually, however, the young magician 
moves his finger away and begins beat­ 
ing time with It, while the .lewsharp, 
strange to say. continues to play In 
the most marvelous manner. 


In order to show his audience that 
there,Is no thread connecting his finger 
with the tonguo of the harp he asks 
them to watch him ^while he passes 
bis “naagle” vrand about it In every di­ 
rection. 


The tj.'ick Is this; Your Jewsharp must 
have a very flexible tongue, first of all. 
CJover tlie tip of It with a bit of seal­ 
ing wax. 
Place it so that the tongue 
of It Is Inside your mouth. 


Now place the tip of j’our tongue 
against tlie tip of the harp tongue and, 
pushing both out together, suddenly 
pull your tongue back.

H ow to Cure A ltolfn Ilar^. 


The leaves of alfalfa contain more 
than three times as much prbtcin as 
theistemis, a ton of alfalfa leaves con­ 
taining’ aa 
much 
protein 
as 2,800 
pounds of bran, says Professor Cottrell 
of tho K ansas experiment station. Pro<> 
tein Is the material in feed necessary 
for tbe formation of blood,. lean meat 
and milk. Every effort, theh, should bo 
made to cure the alfalfa In snch a way 
as to save all the leaves possible. The 
method* of curing will vary wltlv the 
condition of the crop, gronnd and 
weather. 
When alfalfa has made a 
slow grovrtb and a t tbe tim e of cutting 
the ground and the w'eatlier are dry 
there is no difflculty in curing. Often 
under those conditions it is safe to rake 
within a few hours after mowing' and 
stake a few hours after tbe alfalfa has 
been put in the windrows.
